NEW YORK (AP) - Builders 


of homes contend they're the 
first victims of tight money. 
Consumers who buy on the in- 
stalment plan might be the se.c- 
ond. And some businessmen say 
they're worried lest their plans 
for expansion be cramped. 


But supporters of the policy to 


fight inflation by holding a ti- 
ghter rein o n credit doubt if 
.there'll be any great or lasting 
deterrent in the plans of many 
now regarded as possible vic- 
tims. 


The theory is that tight credit 


in itself isn't the sole cause for 
.the home building downturn. 
Nor does today's moderate curb 
'on credit seem likely to inhibit 
'consumer spending or business 
"plans. 
Other factors 
usually 


weigh much more wtih consum- 
"ers and corporate directors than 
does the amount of interest 
charges. And if credit is tight, 
many have savings or other as- 
sets upon which to draw. 


But even the staunchest de- 


fenders of monetary restraint 
don't deny that someone is like- 
,ly to get hurt. 


And home builders have the 


statistics right now that seems 
to back their contentions that 
their industry is suffering. 


The Commerce Department 


says that in May, when money 
was noticeably tightening, the 
"starting of new homes dropped 
by 13 per cent. This brought it 
to the lowest rate since January 
1963.

is in danger. Put specifically. 
they're wondering about their 
jobs, (heir paychecks, and about 
all the uncertain!ie,; which the 
speedup in the Viet Nam war 
implies. 


The stock market's hesitancy 


also probably deters as many 
people from taking on new 
f i - 


nancial obligations as does any 
tightness in money and credit 


The 
monetary 
authorities 


wouldn't have put (he moderate- 
ly tighter money policy into ef- 
fect if they hadn't wanted it (o 
choke off some of (he more ri- 
sky loans, and to cool down 
some of the speculative fever. 


But they still say it shouldn't 


cause any real slump in con- 
sumer spending or any but a 
temporary crimp in business 
expansion plans.

Farm Union 
Has 1st Big 
Contract

LOS ANGELES, (AP)-The 


National Farm Workers Asso- 
ciation has its first major con- 
tract—a giant stride in the un- 
ion's drive to organize those 
who pluck and tend the nation's 
bountiful crops. 


The union and Sohenely In- 


dustries Inc. signed Tuesday a 
one-year agreement involving 
450 men and women who pick 
and care for grapes on the com- 
pany's 3,600-acre vineyard near 
Delano, in the central California 
Valley. 


At the heart of the agreement 


is a 35-cent hourly wage in- 
crease, raising the Schenley 
minimum wagj to $1.75 an hour. 
The company also agreed to a 
union shop and union hiring 
hall, making the -union its prime 
•rabor source. 


The agreement provides that 


the company must give the un- 
ion 72 hours notice of a need for 
workers.' The company is free to 
hire outsiders if the union fails 
to provide the workers in that 
time. 


Settlement of fringe benefits 


was left for further discussion. 
Dues bookkeeping will be han- 
dled by the company if the 
workers authorize it. 


The 
association struck 33 


growers in the Delano area 
Sept, 8, staged a 25-day, 325- 
mile march to Sacramento to 
dramatize its cause, and was 
well into a boycott of Schenley 
products when the company 
agreed to negotiate April 6, 


A few days later, the Digior- 


gio Corp., biggest employer in 
the Delano area, pledged it 
would negotiate with a union if 
its workers voted for one. Later 
Digiorgio offered the association 
a contract, subject to the un- 
ion's signing a no-strike clause 
and agreeing to arbitration. The 
union declined. 


Cesar Chavez, director of the 


union, called the contract with 
Schenley "a milestone in the 
history of U.S. agriculture," His 
assistant, 
Jim 
Drake, 
said 


Schenley "always has had a 
good labor policy. We knew they 
were fair." 


Chavez and Drake see the con* 


tract as precedent-setting 
in 


dealing with other growers—not 
only of grapes, b«t all crops. 
Another grape grower, Chris^ 
tian Brothers,,has recognized 
the union as bargaining agent- 


The union—which is independ- 


ent but has AFL-CIO support- 
is also hard at work attempting 
to organize workers in pears, 
apples and melons as far noth 
as Vuba City in the cental val- 
ley.

If you are taking medicine 


regularly, you should carry a 
supply with you but there is 
no need to carry a medicine 
c h e s t of drugs you might 
need. You can get them in the 
country you are visiting if 
you find you need them. An 
identification card containing 
pertinent medical information 
about yourself should be car- 
ried on your person. 


You can find a good doctor 


who speaks passable English 
in almost any part of the 
world but, if you should need 
a doctor, it is sometimes good 
economy to place a long-dis- 
tance call to your family doc- 
tor. He may be able to give 
you the reassurance you need 
and he can certainly give a 
foreign doctor you are con- 
sulting valuable information 
which may speed your recov- 
ery. 


If your medical insurance 


policy covers the medical care 
you receive anywhere in the 
world, you should carry some 
application blanks for your 
foreign physician to sign.

They are pitiful but vicious, 
these people. 


They are the enemy in this 


war. 


We call them the Viet Cong, 


an abbreviation of "Viet Cong 
San," which, roughly trans- 
lated, m e a n s "the tribe of 
Communists." But the label 
fits only a p o r t i o n of the 
enemy. Most are not Com- 
munists, have no conception 
of the ideology and harbor no 
strong political feeling of any 
intellectual nature. 


Yet in the name of com- 


munism they kill 15 of us a 
day. In the same name they 
forfeit n i n e of their own 
lives hourly. 


Why? 
There is no full answer. But 


part of what answer there is 
lies in further description of 
the enemy themselves—thick 
haired, thin-limbed people 
who may be as old as 70 or 
80 or as young as 7 or 8. 


Their lives are brief and 


unhappy. Their country's diet 
and diseases, parasites and 
pollutions combine to kill the 
greater number of them by 
the time they are 35. 


One of every two of them 


dies before he is 5 years of 
age. Each of the others faces 
a lifetime of maladies: hair 
lips, crossed eyes, feet point- 
ing the wrong way, joints that 
bend back and forth, typhus, 
typhoid, c h o l e r a , amoebic 
dystentery 
a n d 
infectious 
hepatitis. 


And for the ailing there are 


few cures, one doctor for 
every 160,000 patients and not 
enough money to purchase 
whatever remedy is available 


They work harder to ac- 


complish less, these people 
because in the year 1966 their 
economic and technological 
progress is anemic and their 
living conditions are 
two 


centuries behind the times 


They are stagnant water, 
the enemy. 
. They go nowhere of mean- 
ing, do n o t h i n g of conse- 
quence. Their voices are not 
listened to, their thoughts left 
to seed, their persons com- 
pletely ignored. 


Indeed, 
no 
one 
cares 


whether they live or die. 


Except, they believe, the 
Communists. 


At l e a s t the Communists 
say they care—and for those 
grasping for straws it is too 
often enough of a promise. 
So if they are asked, they 
listen. And though they may 
or may not see the logic, they 
see the dream. And when lies 
are told, few care; even im- 
practical hope is better than 
nothing at all. 


Thus when they are asked, 


they fight for t h a t hope. 
Crossbows a g a i n s t jets, if 
need be. Homemade k n i v e s 
against the richest armies of 
history. 
Cruelty, savagery 


and hate against a GJ who has 
never before been defeated in 
war. 


The odds are impossible. 


They can't win. Yet they re- 
fuse to lose, because sur- 
render is abandoning hope 
and quitting is accepting de- 
spair. 


So they are a baffling and 


deadly adversary. And in 
war we must, unfortunately, 
kill them. 


But killing is not the final 


answer. It is at best a stop- 
gap solution. There are fore- 
ever others to take the place 
of the dead.
